FIRST WAR SESSION HELD

Ottawa, Aug. 18.—The formal open- 
tng of the first war session of the do- 
minion parliament ever’ held took 
place today. While the legislation 
which the government proposes to sub- 
mit may not be disposed of quite so 
expeditiously as predicted there is no 
doubt that barring unexpected develop- 
ments, the house will raise again be- 
fore the tnd of next week and the mem- 
bers will not return to the capital 
until the regular session is summoned 
in January, 

As had ben announced there was no 
social feature in connection with the 
opening of the war session, His royal 
highness the governor-general was ac- 
companied by the usual escorts furnish- 
ed by the Princess Loulse Dragoon 
guards and on arrival on parliament 
hill was awaited by the customary 
bodyguard from the governor-general's 
foodguards, but within” the senate 
chamber when his” royal highness 
mounted the Dais to read the speech 
from the throne an unusual air of 
solemnity prevailed, the galleries were 
not fillled with representatives of soc- 
fety admitted by ticket but by represen- 
tatives of all classes of people to whom 
{he doors were’ thrown open. The 
same democratic air pervaded the floor 
of the house where the members ap- 
peared behind the bar to hear the goy- 
ernor-general read the most moment- 
ous speech from the throne ever lis- 
tened to by the representatives of the 
people,

The following is the text of the 
speech from the throne delivered at the 
opening of parliament today: 

“Honorable gentlemen of the senate, 
rentlemen of the house of commons— 

Very grave events vitally affecting 
the Interests of all his majesty’s domin- 
jons have transpired since the unfor- 
tunate outbreak of war, making it im- 
mediately imperative for my ministers 
to take extraordinary measures for the 
defence of Canada and for the main- 
tenance of the honor and integrity of 
our empire, With respect to such of 
these megsures as may require the 
sanction and approval of parliament, 
the necessary legislative proposals will 
be submitted for your consideration 
other bills authorizing additional meas- 
ures which are essential for the public 
without delay, 
will also be presented to you 

“Pstimates wil be laid before you to 
provide for expenditure which has been 
or may be caused by the outbreak of 
hostilities, 

“The critical period into which we 
have Just entered has aroused to the 
full the patriotism and loyalty which 
have always actuated the Canadian 
people. From every province and in- 
deed from every community the res- 
ponse to the call of duly has been all 
that could be desired. The spirit which 
thus animates Canada inspires also 
his majesty's dominions throughout the 
world and we may be assured that 
united action to repel the common dan- 
rer will not fali to strengthne the ties 
that bind together those vast domin- 
jons in the possession and enjoyment 
of the blessings of British liberty. As 
representative of his majesy the king 
I must add my expression of thanks 
and admiration for the splendid spirit 
of patriotism and generosity that has 
been displayed throughout the length 
and breadth of the dominion.” 

The debate on the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne it is ex- 
pected will not be proceeded with until 
Wednesday afternoon,

American people, President Wilson to- 
day issued a statement tn connection 
with the European war, warning citi- 
vens of the United States against “The 
deepest, most subtle, most. essential 
breach of neutrality which may spring 
out of partisanship—out of partisans 
passionately taking sides.” 

The president's statement says; “My 
fellow countrymen: I take the liberty 
of addressing a few words to you in 
order to point out that it is entirely 
within our own choice what the effects 
of the war will be and to urge very 
earnestly upon you the sort of speech 
and conduct which will best safeguard 
the nation against distress and disas- 
ter, 


Impartiality and Fairness 


“Every man who really Joves America 
will act and speak jn the true spirit of 
neutrality which is the spirit of im- 
partiality and fairness and friendliness 
to all concerned, The spirit of the 
nation in this critical matter will be 
determined largely by what individuals 
and society and those gathered {n pub- 
lic meetings do and say, upon what 
newspapers and magazines contain: 
upon what our ministers utter in their 
pulpits and men proclaim as their opin- 
jon on the streets. The people of the 
United States are drawn from many 
nations and chiefly from the nations 
now at war. It is natural and inevit- 
able that there should be the utmost 
variety of sympathy with regard to the 
issues and circumstances of the con- 
flict. 


Easy to Excite Passion 


“Some will wish one nation, others 
another, to succeed In the momentuous 
Atruggle. “It will be easy, ty excite 
pastion and difficult to Allay it? Those 
responsible for excitement will assume 
a heavy responsibility, Diversions 
amongst us would be fatal to our peace 
of mind, and might seriously stand in 
the way of the proper performance of 
our duty as the one great nation at 
peace, the one people holding itself 
ready to play a part of impartial medi- 
ation and speak the counsels of peace 
and accommodation, not as a partisan 
but as a friend, 


Solemn Word of Warning 


“IT venture, therefore, my _ fellow 
countrymen, to speak a solemn word 
of warning to your against that deepest, 
most subtle, most essential breach of 
neutrality which may spring out of 
partisanship, out of passionately taking 
sides. The United States must be 
neutral in fact as well as in name dur- 
ing these days that are to try men's 
souls, 


“We must be imparial In thought as 
well as in action, must put a curb 
upon our sentiments as well as upon 
every transaction that might be con- 
tQued as a preference of one party to 
the struggle before another.”

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LEGISLATION WORTHY OF 

VERY CAREFUL WATCHING. 

In the forecast of the parliamentary program for the 
session which opens in Ottawa today there is reference to the 
intention to place in the criminal code an amendment giving 
the authorities power “to deal more effectively with persons 
charged with disloyalty or designs against the country.” 

Just at this juncture, when the country is all stirred up 
about the war and when the passion for “loyalty” is rampant, 
it will stand the free and independent electors of this dominion 
well in hand to keep a very careful eye on this particular legis- 
lation. 

Every limitation to free speech which has ever found its 
way into the statutes of any country at any time has been for 
ihe purpose of giving the authorities power to deal more ef- 
fectively with disloyalty. Almost every progressive states- 
man who has ever advocated a reform kas been compelled to 
meet the charge of disloyalty. Upon this count the chartists 
Were jailed and some of them hanged. The advocates of home 
rule have been hounded, flayed and massacred for disloyalty. 
The Canadian progressives who broke up the family compact 
and whose names are revered throughout the Dominion today 
were counted as the incarnation of disloyalty, branded as trait- 
ors and, by the laws giving the authorities power to deal with 
disloyalty, were forced into the position of rebels against the 
country which they loved and were attempting to save from 
the worst treachery to public interest with which this dominion 
has yet had to deal. Papineau, Cartier, Howe, MacKenzie, 
George Brown, all of the great reformers in Canada have at 
One time or another been charged with disloyalty by people 
who made a screen of their blatant psuedo patriotism, behind 
which they attempted to loot’their country. 

Legislation “to give the authorities power to deal more 
effectively with persons charged with disloyalty” is very 
dangerous legislation indeed. Its introduction at this time by 
the Borden government is a distinct breach of the neutrality 
which has been declared between the two great political parties 
in Canada and as such brands Borden and his followers as the 
very worst kind of traitors, most especially in view of the fact 
that in the present state of the public mind some drastic and 
thoroughly reactionary measure might be introduced and push- 
ed by the opponents of free speech while the exponents were 
disarmed by the risk they would run of having their intentions 
misconstrued into traitous and disloyel utterances. 


HUMAN LIFE THE 
CHEAPEST THING IN EUROPE, 

With the European war yet only two weeks old and with 
the great armies still engaged in manoeuvering for position 
preparatory to the first big battle, the casualties to date in 
Belgian alone—if the despatches are even approximately cor- 
rect—must aggregate something considerably in excess of one 
hundred thousand men, 

Making a reduction which would allow for the luridness 
of the war correspondent’s imagination, the number of killed 
in the Belgian hostilities to. date is still almost as great as the 
Whole grown-up male population of the province of Alberta 
at the present time. 

What has happened along the borders of Austria and Rus- 
sia or of Germany and Russia we hear very little about, and 
of what has happened upon the sea we hear almost nothing, 
while the screen which has hid the Austrian and Servian hos- 
tilities has been equally impenetrable. Nevertheless, the casu- 
ality list in every one of these different theaters of warfare 
must have already been large, quite possibly bringing the 
grand aggregate up to twice that of the grown-up male popula- 
tion of this province of Alberta. 

This seems like a great catastrophe; yet we are told that 
the affairs so far have been merely curtain-raisers, minor out- 
post affairs having no great military significance. The real 
slaughter may be looked forward to when, within a few days, 
the big battles commence. When these come a brigade or two 
wiped out or a regiment shot to pieces will scarcely be worth 
a line, and whole contingents may perish in some of the rushes 
without the censor recognizing the event as incumbent upon 
him to raise the screen. 

Human life is going to be about the cheapest thing in Eu- 
rope for the next few weeks or months.
